Others Accused 


Two other men, A. L. Wallace and 


Roy Hayes, are accused with Dr. Nix- 
on of the murder of Bauta, who was a 
son ot .Tndge Dan A. Barjtu, of the 
20th Kansas judicial court. 


The body of the murdered man was 


found by farm hands, lying beside- his 
auto on a lonely road three miles west 
of Great Bend. He had been shot six 
times with a revolver.
